DOW CORNING CORP., a leading 
manufacturer of silicone gel implants, on 
the grounds that they suffered health 
problems and personal injury due to these 
devices. in early January, the Canadian and 
American Governments imposed 
temporary, voluntary moratoriums on the 
use of silicone implants, and both will 
decide by the end of April whether to lift 
the ban or make it permanent. 

Most plastic surgeons are continuing to 
defend the benefits of implants. The vice- 
president of the Canadian Society for 
Aesthetic Plastic Surgery, and a Toronto- 
based surgeon, claims to have done more 
than 500 operations over the past twenty 
years an believes that this is a good 
operation. 


Over the past thirty years, an estimated 
150,000 Canadians have received breast 
implants, and 80% of them for cosmetic 
reasons. 

One of the most common conditions from 
silicone gel implants is a hardening of the 
breasts as the body forms scar tissue around 
the implant to protect itself from a foreign 
object. Implants can rupture which allows 
the silicone gel to migrate through the 


body. 

Some doctors and recipients contend that 
the implants may cause cancers and a 
variety of auto-immune diseases such as 


Rheumatoid arthritis, scleroderma — a 
tightening & hardening of the skin — and 
lupus erythematosus, which leads to rashes 
and chronic pain in he joints. 

Despite the controversy, many are still 
determined to have breast implants, and 
there are doctors willing to accommodate 
them. 


One doctor named Elizabeth Hall-Findley 
of Banff, Alberta isn’t concerned with 
cancer and auto-immune reactions. 
Silicone is an inert substance that doesn’t 
react with human tissue. She also noted 
that it is a component of numerous other 
medical devices, such as pacemakers, that 
can be placed permanently in a patient's 
body. So if silicone were so bad, there 
would be an epidemic of auto-immune 
disease in response. 


An implant operation costs from $3000 to 
$5000 and when performed for cosmetic 
reasons, isnot covered by provincial health- 


care plans. 

The surgery is a fairly simple procedure, 
patients are usually given a sedative to help 
them relax before receiving a general 
anaesthetic. The operation takes about two 
hours, and most patients 

are sent home several hours after the 
surgery is finished. Incisions for inserting 
the implants can be made in the crease 
beneath the breast, in the area of the nipple, 
or under the armpit. Nimety percent of 
patients can be accommodated with the 
desired size. The other ten percentage are 
patients who's skin is abnormally tight, 
which prevents the patient from achieving 


her preferred breast siz through an 
implant. 


Societies figures show only one percent of 
silicone gel implants rupture. And less than 
ten percent of implant patients experience 
hardening of the breasts. A 1991 survey of 
592 women -- who lived with implants for 
an average of eight (8) years — 93% were 
satisfied customers. 


The long-term success of the implant 
procedure depends on careful screening of 
potential patients. To ensure that each 
patient is both emotionally and 


psychologically stable. 


In order to resolve the controversy over the 
safety of breast implants, the federal health 
department has appointed a four member 
committee is faced with a complex an 
thankless job. Many Canadians who have 
had implants are now plagued by doubts. 
But for those who still want the operation, 
the moratorium on the use of silicone-gel 
devices has created anger and exasperation. 
When good looks and good health are not 
necessarily synonymous, it may take more 
than a federal committee to calm the raging 
medical macistrom over beauty and the

I INTRODUCTION 


contemporary recreational cross-dresser. In some way or 
another, the transvestite/transsexual phenomena affect 
everyone. 


The purpose of this directory is to help you better 
understand the more common terms used in the TV/TS 
Community, and in the process help you gain a better 
understanding of the TV/TS phenomena. 


Please understand, this is not a directory of univer- 
sally accepted definitions for terms. Even if such a directo- 
ry were possible, which it isn’t, we would still have years 
of input and evaluation and re-evaluation and compromise 
before we can produce such a directory. Instead, treat this 
directory as food for thought’, a tool to help you under- 
stand how the terms are most common 


ly used, how they interface, and to develop your own 
‘meaning’ for them. 


I have divided the terms into two categories, Influ- 
ential Terms’ and Primary Terms’. The primary terms are 
the traditional ones (’transvestite’, "transsexual’,etc.). The 
influential terms are terms that are commonly used in the 
TV/TS Community, and affect our understanding of the 
primary terms. 


Terms mean different things to different people. Since 
I cannot give you solid authoritative definitions, I'll try to 
give you flexible subjective definitions (personal opinions). 
This is to help you understand what you mean when you 
use a term and to be able to communicate that meaning to 
others. It is also to help you understand others when they 
use a term. In short, this directory is more about commu- 
nications than definitions. 


T hope you find it useful.

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IL INFLUENTIAL TERMS 


TERM / CATEGORY: 


Even though ‘term’ and 'category’ mean virtually 
the same thing, I am making a distinction because 
‘term’ implies an idea or an expression, and tends to be 
more flexible, while ‘category’ implies a classification, 
and tends to be less flexible, and a little more danger- 
ous to the person being categorized. People within the 
TV/TS Community are vulnerable to being categorized. 
Terms are used to describe phenomena, and categories 
are used to pigeonhole them. 


BIOLOGY / PSYCHOLOGY / SOCIOLOGY / 
LANGUAGE: 


When it comes to understanding the nature of the 
transvestite-transsexual phenomena, not knowing 
what terms and categories belong to which science 
creates problems. 


Biology is a life science. ‘Sex’, male’, ‘female’, and 
‘man’ or ‘woman’ as an adult male or female are 
biological terms. *Gender’,‘masculine’, feminine’, and 
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‘man’ or ‘woman’ as modes of being are not biological 
terms. 


Psychology is a science of the mind. What do we 
think and feel? Why do we act the way that we do? 
How do we perceive ourselves as human beings? How 
do we deal with unwanted feelings such as guilt, lack 
of self-respect, anger, etc.? Most of the categories 
(especially those ending with -ism) used in the TV/TS 
Community were coined by psychologists. 


Sociology is the science of human beings living 
together. How do we want to be perceived in public? 
How do we want to be treated? How do we treat 
others? What are our responsibilities to our communi- 
ty, and what are our community's responsibilities to 
us? How do we act in public? 


Language is a collection of concepts, value judg- 
ments, and labels created out of the imagination of 
man to describe his environment and to communicate. 
It is very important to understand the difference 
between words as labels describing qualities of Nature, 
and words as concepts and value judgments created 
out of the imagination of man. ‘Female’ is a label 
describing a biological fact, while ‘feminine’ is a value 
assigned to a quality such as 'gentle’ or ‘pink’. 


To put it in terms relevant to this directory, 
Biology is concerned with our biological make-up, what 
our body is, and how it works. It is concerned with 
Physical fact. Psychology and sociology are more 
concerned with what we think, what we say, how we 
feel, how we act, how we dress, how we inter-act with 
others, and why. They are not concerned with physi- 
cal fact. Language is concerned with the meaning of 
words, which as I've already stated, is vulnerable to 
subjective interpretation. Some words just identify 
physical facts, some are value judgments, and some 
are concepts. It is important to know which is which. 


Biological fact is natural fact, and no amount of 
chemicals or cosmetic surgery is going to change that 
fact. As far as biology is concerned, a human being is 
little more than a biological specimen, and not a 
“person”. Virtually everything that makes a human 
being a “person” is based in psychology and sociology. 
Psychology and sociology are artificial sciences, influ- 
enced perhaps, but not based on biological fact. They 
are actually more influenced by philosophy and lan- 
guage than by biology. ‘Language’ is an artificial 
creation, a collection of words created by the imagina- 
tion of man to describe his environment and to commu- 
nicate. Language’ is not a natural fact. Morality and 
ethics are artificial creations, not natural facts. 
Thinking is artificial, acting is artificial, being a 
person is artificial. 


In short, biological fact is real, but when it comes 
to people being people, not very relevant. Psychology 


and sociology are artificial, but when it comes to 
people being people, completely relevant. 


HELPING PROFESSIONAL / 
ALLIED PROFESSIONAL / CARETAKER: 


The most common use of the term ‘helping profes- 
sional’ is to describe members of the mental therapy 
Profession (psychiatrists, psychologists, psychoanalysts, 
psychopathologists, sexologists, etc.). Many expand 
that definition to include social workers, counselors, 
educators, and members of the medical professions. 
However, when all these professions are lumped 
together, it is now popular to refer to them as ‘allied 
professionals’, or ‘caretakers’. Allied professionals are 
professional people who have members of the TV/TS 
Community or their ‘significant others’ as clients. 


Many people expand the definition of ‘allied 
professional’ even further to include members of the 
support services (image and fashion consultants, 
cosmetologists, beauticians, hair stylists, electrologists, 
sexual surrogates a/k/a the world’s oldest profession, 
ete.) 


SEX / GENDER: 


One of the greatest difficulties people have is not 
being able to separate ‘sex’ from ‘gender’. . 


‘Sex’ is a biological term dividing a species into 
either male or female, usually based on sex chromo- 
somes (XX = female, XY = male). 'Sexual gratification’ 
is also a biological term. Sex is sex... a biological fact, 
or a physical act. "Sex’ says nothing about an individu- 
al other than describing that person’s chromosomes 
and biological function (gestation, lactation, men- 
struation, impregnation, XX vs XY, etc). ‘Sexual 
gratification’ says nothing about how one achieves 
sexual gratification (an achievement limited only by 
one’s imagination). 


‘Gender’ is much more complicated. Originally 
‘gender’ was a grammar tool, a classification by which 
to give the proper inflection to words (e.g. ‘masculine’, 
‘feminine’, neuter). "Gender’ has now taken on a 
much broader meaning. It has been taken out of the 
grammar context, and applied to life itself Now 
‘gender’ is to ‘masculine’ and ‘feminine’ what ‘sex’ is to 
‘male’ and ‘female’. What I mean by that is ‘gender’ is 
not a biological fact. Rather, it is a label, or a value, 
of more use to psychologists and sociologists (unless 
you happen to be a biologists such as Dr. John Money, 
who still considers gender to be inseparable from sex). 


Ultimately, what it comes down to is which use of 
the term is most useful for the user — to use ‘gender’ 
as a biological term, or use it as à psychological socio- 
logical term. For most people it is more practical to 
use it as a psychological and sociological term 
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SEXUAL FUNCTION / GENDER ROLE: 


Again, ‘sex’ is a biological fact and ‘gender’ is a 
value judgment with no inherent reality. ‘Sexual 
function’ is all those biological things that go along 
with being male or female (menstruation, gestation, 
lactation, reproduction, etc.). However, a ‘role’ is, as 
the dictionary puts it, the character an actor plays in 
a performance. In life you are the actor, and the char- 
acter you play in society is your ‘role’. That character’ 
you play may be, and frequently is, severely limiting, 
or fundamentally incompatible with your identity as a 
person. If so, we have a problem, but it is a gender 
problem, not a sex problem. 


Sexual function is all those biological things that 
go along with being male or female, and is never a 
‘role’. On the other hand, gender role is a mode of 
being, a way to be, how we express ourselves as 
people, how we act, how we dress, how we feel, how we 
think, etc. Unfortunately, we tend to assign gender 
roles according to sex (who gets the blue blanket, who 
gets the pink, act like a man, look like a woman,etc.), 
and we all know that those assigned roles are not 
necessarily compatible with our preferred roles. 


SEXUAL IDENTITY / 
GENDER IDENTITY / GENDER EXPRESSION: 


Sexual identity is whether or not a person per- 
ceives him/herself to be male or female. The problem 
arises when a male perceives himself to be female, and 
vise versa. Can one change his or her sex? No! The 
best that can be hoped for is through chemical therapy 
(hormones, etc.) and surgery the individual can func- 
tion as the opposite sex. For legal and practical 
purposes, that’s good enough. (see ’sexual dysphoria’) 


Gender identity is whether or not a person per- 
ceives him/herself to be a man or woman. (That's 
different than being male or female.) The problem 
arises when a male perceives himself to be a woman, 
and vise versa. Notice I said man or woman, and not 
male or female. The difference is important. Male 
and female are biological terms, while man and woman 
as they are used here are modes of being, ways to be, 
which are based on psychology and sociology rather 
than biology. (see "gender dysphoria’) 


Sexual identity is a ‘transsexual’ issue and may 
involve sexual re-assignment surgery, but may not 
involve cross-dressing. Gender identity is a 'trans- 
gender’ issue and does not involve surgery, but almost 
always involves cross-dressing. 


Gender expression is the term nearest and dearest 
to the hearts of most cross-dressers. In the TV/TS 
Community gender expression means males expressing 
their femininity and females expressing their mascu- 
linity using cross-dressing as a tool. 


GENDER EUPHORIA/DYSPHORIA / 
SEXUAL EUPHORIA/DYSPHORIA: 


Each year these fancy terms seem to grow in 
popularity. (They're not that popular with me, howev- 
er. I don't believe in using ‘illumination’ when ‘light’ 
will do.) Granted, ‘dysphoria’ is more impressive than 
the word ‘unhappy’ or ‘uncomfortable’, but they basi- 
cally mean the same thing. (Euphoria means ‘happy’, 
or sense of well being.) 


Gender dysphoria/euphoria = Unhappy/happy with 
one’s socially and culturally assigned gender role. 


Sexual dysphoria/euphoria = Unhappy/happy with 
one's biological make-up, or sex. 


An understanding of these terms are especially 
important when it comes to deciding whether or not 
someone is a proper candidate for sexual reassignment 
(some people prefer ‘corrective’) surgery. Being 
unhappy with one’s gender role is one thing. Being 
unhappy with one’s sex is something completely 
different, and usually decides a person's identity, 
whether or not a person is just going to be a recre- 
ational cross-dresser, live as a transgenderist, or 
change sex. 


MALE / FEMALE: 


"Male’ and ‘female’ are biological terms, identified 
by various biological criteria such as sexual function, 
XX or XY chromosomes, etc. (See 'Sex) 


Notice I said ‘male’ and ‘female’ are defined by 
biological criteria, and not by any psychological or 
sociological criteria. Any discussion on how a male or 
a female is supposed to feel, or act, or dress, is simply 
inappropriate. (Chromosomes don't feel, act, or dress.) 


MASCULINE / FEMININE: 


‘Masculine’ and "feminine’ are gender terms. In 
Nature there is no such thing as masculinity and femi- 
ninity. "Masculinity and femininity’ are value judg- 
ments, words used to identify and qualify qualities of 
Nature. In other words, what is masculine or feminine 
is strictly a matter of prevailing opinion, subject to 
change, and not a matter of biological fact. 


Those qualities of Nature that we label masculine 
or feminine are inherent in all things, including both 
males and females. The tragedy is that many people 
cannot accept that it is natural for males to have femi- 
nine qualities, and females to have masculine quali- 
ties. It would be very unnatural if males or females 
didn't have these qualities, or worse, denied it. 
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MAN / WOMAN: 


‘Man’ and ‘woman’ are defined both in biological 
and psycho-sociological terms. 


The biological definitions are simple: ‘Man’ = 
adult male, and ‘woman’ = adult female. The biologi- 
cal definitions of ‘man’ or ‘woman’ are sexual defini- 
tions. AsI mentioned earlier, these definitions may be 
Perfectly correct, but not very relevant. say 
nothing about a person’s identity, how he/she feels, or 
his/her lifestyle. 


Psycho/sociological definitions for ‘man’ and 
‘woman’ are not so simple. These definitions deter- 
mine a person’s identity - whether or not they perceive 
themselves to bea man or a woman. They also define 
the criterion for what constitutes a man or a woman, 
the dress code, the gender role, the code of conduct, 
what a man or woman is supposed to think, and how 
they are supposed to feel. The problem is, nobody can 
agree on the definitions. ‘Society’ says one thing, yet 
each individual says something else. Every place that 
a person would look to find a role model say something 
different - the movies, the family, religion, the commu- 
nity, the media, teen idols, etc. 


In short, if a person is looking for an acceptable 
Psycho/sociological definition of what a ‘man’ or 'wo- 
man’ is, the answer is frighteningly simple - there isn’t 
any. 


Sexual definitions of what constitute a ‘man’ or a 
‘woman’ are irrelevant. The only relevant definitions 
for ‘man’ and ‘woman’ are psycho/sociological - yet 
there aren't any, none that are generally accepted any 
way. The answer to this dilemma is, it is the responsi- 
bility of each individual to decide for themselves what 
constitutes a ‘man’ or a woman’, 


Whether or not a person considers him or herself 
to be a ‘man’ or a ‘woman’ is a matter of personal 
identity, a matter of personal gender (not sexual) 
identity. The only valid judge as to whether or not an 
individual considers him or herself to be a man’ or a 
‘woman’ is that individual, and the only relevant basis 
upon which to make that judgment is gender, and not 
sex. 


SEXUAL PREFERENCE: 


Perhaps the most frequent mistake people make 
concerning the TV/TS phenomena is to assume the 
crossdresser or transsexually inclined person is homo- 
sexual. Not so! 


“Homosexual”, like "heterosexual", are sexual 
terms, used to describe sexual orientation, activity, or 
lifestyle. If we must talk in sexual terms, for male 
crossdressers the turn-on is femininity, not masculin- 
ity, and the only male they are trying to attract is 


themselves. In point of fact the percentage of homo- 
sexuality among people who crossdress is less than it 
is in the population in general. 


In other words, using clothing as a tool to trigger 
a sexual response has virtually nothing to do with 
whether or not a person is sexually attracted to 
persons of the same or the opposite sex. They are 
fundamentally different issues. 


"Nough said! 


TURN-ON: 


A turn-on is anything that excites, or creates a 
state of euphoria, or ecstacy. Most people associate 
‘turn-on’ with sex, but it can also be sensual or emo- 
tional. We all know that for most people crossdressing 
is a turn-on. What many people fail to acknowledge is 
that cross-dressing is not necessarily a ‘sexual’ turn- 
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FETISHISM: 


Basically speaking, a fetish is an object or part of 
the body that, although not sexual itself, elicits an 
erotic response. Fetishism is the condition in which 
erotic feelings are excited by a non-sexual object. The 
crossdressing world has a plethora of fetish items, and 
plenty of fetishists to enjoy them. (E.g.; lingerie, 
high-heeled shoes, corsets, maids outfits, virtually 
anything and everything.) 


Most people who cross-dress started because it 
was a sexual turn-on. (Most people also deny it.) The 
largest group of people within the TV/TS Community 
are fetishists. It has been implied by some that the 
mainstream crossdresser is non-sexual. That's not 
true. The mainstream crossdresser is sexual. 


However, there is a footnote: The mainstream 
crossdresser who has stepped out of the closet into the 
light of day, who has built a cadre of friends, or 
become actively involved in organizational or commu- 
nity work, is usually motivated by rewards that go far 
beyond sex. Generally speaking, the active members 
of the TV/TS Community have moved on to non-erotic 
sensual rewards (such as plain old happiness), or to 
emotional rewards (peace of mind, friendships, etc.), or 
even spiritual rewards (a sense of spiritual harmony, 
etc.) 


Still, down there at the bottom of the pyramid 
where the vast majority dwells, the dominant resident 
remains the fetishistic crossdresser. 


SIGNIFICANT OTHER (SO): 


‘Significant other’, or ’SO’, is a term growing in 
popularity. It identifies a person who is not a member 


of the TV/TS Community, but is directly affected by 
one who is (e.g., a wife, fiancee, or close friend). 


PASSING / BEING READ: 


‘Passing’ means being accepted by strangers as a 
member of the opposite sex. 


‘Being read’ means not being accepted by strang- 
ers as a member of the opposite sex. 


NORMAL / DEVIANT: 


‘Normal’ (norm) is a statistical term 

‘average’, and no moral judgement is implied. It is 
also a generally accepted standard or model. Croes- 
dressing is considered abnormal because it does not 
conform to that standard, but, that standard is con- 
stantly changing. Who knows, maybe someday cross- 
dressing will be considered ‘normal’. The problem 
arises when people use “normal”, which is a statistical 
average, as a value judgement. 


‘Deviant’ is a statistical deviation from the norm. 
Again, no moral judgment is implied. Cross-dressing 
is deviant behavior because it deviates from the norm. 


("When people accuse me of not being normal, I 
reply that I am statistically unusual, as were all great 
People in history, including Jesus Christ.” — Virginia 
Prince) 


PERSONA / ANIMA / ANIMUS: 


In Jungian psychology, the theory is that the 
human psyche contains both masculine and feminine 
characteristics, and that the primordial drive of the 
Psyche is towards wholeness. However, through the 
socialization process (role models, education, etc.) a 
person develops an identification with their sex, and 


represses those elements of the psyche which manifests the 
opposite sex. That identification with one’s sex is called 
the “persona”. 


‘Anima’ is the suppressed or submerged feminine 
aspect of a man. 


‘Animus’ is the suppressed or submerged mascu- 
line aspect of a woman. 


I mention this because of the idea that all human 
beings, both male and female have inherent masculine 
and feminine qualities, and that the natural tendency 
is towards wholeness. It is an idea that has been with 
us at least since the Vedas of ancient India, which 
were written over 5,000 years ago, and is a fundamen- 
tal element of Eastern philosophy (Yin and Yang). It 
is not gaining popularity with Western philosophers 
and psychologists. Also, the idea that human beings 
have a natural tendency towards wholeness is very 
relevant to gender expression, for a male or female to 
express one’s femininity or masculinity through 
cross-dressing. You will be hearing a lot more of 
*persona’, ‘anima’, and ‘animus’. 


SHADOW / PROJECTION: 


You will also be hearing a lot more of 'shadow, 
and ‘projection’. The ’shadow is like a blanket cover- 
ing the anima or animus. It is a blanket made up of 
all the input into the psyche which was rejected by the 
Persona. To achieve wholeness one must fight through 
the shadow. 


‘Projection’ is the process by which the shadow is 
neutralized. Perhaps a person projects their anima/us 
onto a religious object like the Virgin Mary, or upon a 
love object, or in the case of the cross-dresser, upon 
feminine persona. 
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TRANSVESTITE (CROSSDRESSING) - TRANS- 
SEXUAL (TV/TS) (or CD/TS) COMMUNITY: 


I use 'TV/TS Community’ to mean an identifiable 
group of people for whom crossdressing or transsexual- 
ism is an issue. It can also include anyone who wishes 
to identify with that Community. The act of 'cross- 
-dressing and ‘gender identity’ are the primary unify- 
ing factors, and services and affiliations are the 
secondary unifying factors. It does not exclude people 
on the basis of sex, sexual preference, personal identi- 
ty, or extent of cross-dressing activity. 


Y TERMS 


Let me stress that the above definition is my 
definition. There is an enormous amount of debate as 
to whether or not we should call it the "TV/TS Com- 
munity’, the 'CD/TS Community’, the "Transgendered 
Community’, or the Gender Community’. Some people 
call it the 'Paraculture’. Personally, I prefer ’Our 
Community’, and it includes anyone who wants to be 
included. 


TRANSVESTITE (TV): 


‘Transvestite’ (coined by Dr. Mangus Hirschfeld in 
1910) is used to describe a person who wears clothing 
usually considered appropriate for the other sex. 


© 
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Unfortunately the word takes on a clinical guise, 
implying compulsive or sexual behavior, as though it 
were a disease or perversion. (it is neither a disease 
nor a perversion.) To make matters worse, most 
dictionaries still define transvestism as a manifesta- 
tion of homosexuality. (That's wrong!!! In fact, the 
ratio of heterosexuality is higher among people who 
croes-dress than it is among the population in general.) 


‘Trans-vest’ means nothing more than ‘cross<iresa’. 
Transvestism is in itself an innocent term, but it is 
very easy to understand why so many people who 
croess-dress do riot want to be identified with that word. 


The initials "TV for some reason do not carry the 
same negative connotations the word ‘transvestite’ 
does. Many people who absolutely abhor the word 
‘transvestite’, have no qualms whatever with being 
called a TV’, or being identified with the "TV/TS’ 
Community’. Also, the initials "TV are convenient to 
use, and readily identifiable. 


EONISM: 


Chevalier Charles D'Eon was a celebrated 18th 
century French transvestite. He was a spy for King 
Louis XV, and was hired as a ‘lady in waiting’ in the 
court of Czarina Elizabeth of Russia. He then served 
with distinction in the French army and was an 
accomplished swordsman. In 1762 he was sent on a 
spy mission to London where his penchant for women’s 
clothing convinced people that he was in fact a woman. 
In 1777 he was legally declared a woman, and given 
orders by King Louis to dress only as a woman. Only 
after his death in 1810 did they discover that he was 
really a man. 


Until Dr. Hirschfeld coined the term ‘transvestite’, 
‘eonism’ was used to describe men who wore women’s 
clothing. Eonism is still a popular term, and the 
Chevalier D'Eon still remains a remarkable historical 
character. 


CROSS-DRESSER (CD): 


*Cross-dresser’ is used to describe a person who 
wears clothing usually considered appropriate for the 
opposite sex. The only difference between 'cross-dres- 
ser’ and ‘transvestite’ is that ‘transvestite’ implies a 
psychological condition (compulsion), while ‘croes- 
dresser’ implies voluntary behavior. Most people who 
croes-dress would rather be identified with the word 
‘cross-dresser’ than ‘transvestite’. 


“Are you a transvestite?” 


“ABSOLUTELY NOT!!! I just enjoy crossdress- 
ing.” 


Besides being an easy term with which to be 
identified, it also has the advantage of being vague. 


Since ‘cross-dressing’ is an activity, it includes every- 
body who cross-dresses for whatever reasons, and says 
nothing whatever about anybody. It’s so vague and so 
meaningless it’s perfectly useful. One can bandy the 
term about with absolute impunity, without hurting 
anyone's feelings or endangering anyone's identity. 


DRAG / DRAG QUEEN / STREET QUEEN / SHE- 
MALE / SPIT DRAG / FEMALE IMPERSONATOR- 
IMPRESSIONIST: 


Rumor has it that the term ‘drag’ was coined by 
Shakespeare. In Shakespeare's day the female roles in 
a play were performed by men, and ‘drag’ was an acro- 
nym meaning DRessed As a Girl. The term was a 
theatrical term then, and is predominantly a theatrical 
term now, and implies a theatrical, showy, camp, 
exotic, or high glamour image. 


Being ‘in drag’ is like being ‘in costume’. It 
implies nothing about a person's sexual preference or 
inclination towards cross-dressing. (That is an impor- 
tant safety valve for those people who take their 
cross-dressing seriously, but don’t want anyone to 
know they take their cross-dressing seriously.) 


‘Drag’: Cross-dressing in glamorous, or campy, or 
exotic, or erotic attire (‘high drag’), or conservatively 
Clow drag). Usually drag ‘is identified with “high 
drag’. 


‘Drag queen’ (DQ): Usually a cross-dresser that 
prefers the drag image. Also, the term ‘drag queen’ is 
usually identified with the Gay Community. 


‘Street queen’: Usually a drag queen that also 
hustles — a prostitute. 


"She-male’: Usually a gay male who lives full time 
as a woman; a gay transgenderist. 


'Spit-drag: Usually cross-dressing as a joke, quite 
often a male in high drag sporting a moustache or 
beard. 


‘Female impersonator/impressionist’ (FI): Usually 
a professional entertainer that performs ‘in drag’. Fl’s 
are frequently identified by other people as ‘drag 
queens’, so many entertainers prefer the term ‘impres- 
sionist’ in an attempt to disassociate themselves from 
the ‘drag queen’ image, and to add some dignity to 
their profession. 


There was a time when ‘drag’ and ‘cross-dressing’ 
meant virtually the same thing. However, since most 
crossdressers do not consider themselves to be in 
costume, are not gay, are not professional entertainers, 
and certainly not hookers ..... ii 


TRANSGENDER (TG): 


In the not-too-distant past, the most popular use 
of the term "transgenderist’ was to describe a person 
who could express him or herself comfortably in both 
masculine and feminine terms without the sexual or 
compulsive overtones of the word ‘transvestite’. It was 
easier for a cross-dresser to identify with the word 
“transgenderist’ than ‘transvestite’, and was far more 
specific than ‘cross-dresser’. 


Recently, however, the term ‘transgenderist’ has 
come more and more to mean a person of one sex 
living entirely in the gender role generally considered 
appropriate for the opposite sex (cross-living). Most 
people who consider themselves to be transgenderists 
do not want or need sexual re-assignment surgery, and 
do not identify with ‘transvestite’. 


Most people who once identified with ‘transgender- 
ist’, but do not cross-live, now opt to identify them- 
selves as 'cross-dressers’, or ‘femmiphiles’, or “andro- 


Dnes’ 
FEMMIPHILE (FP): 


'Femmiphile' was a term coined by Virginia Prince 
(founder of Chevalier Publications, and the Foundation 
for Personality Expression [FPE] - now the Society for 

„the Second Self [Tri-Ess]). FPE was an organization 
for avowed ‘heterosexual’ males who enjoyed ’cross- 
dressing’. The intention was to provide a term that fit 
their special category. Fi meaning female or 
feminine, was combined with -phile, meaning lover. 
‘Femmiphile’ consequently meant ‘lover of the femin- 
ine. 


Unfortunately ’-phile’ is a suffix used mostly in 
professional circles, and carries psychotic overtones. 
For that reason most people shied away from identify- 
ing with the term. However, the term was created for 
the heterosexual cross-dresser, and because of the 
sexual or (God forbid) with the "homosexual’ implica- 
tions of ‘transvestite’, and the unacceptable simplicity 
of 'cross-dresser’, and with the change in the meaning 
of "transgender’, and the confusion of ‘androgyne’, the 
word ‘femmiphile’ has made a comeback. 


(Needless to say though, the intellectual free 
spirits of the cross-dressing world are trying to come 
up with a better word.) 


TRANSSEXUAL (TS) / NEW MAN / NEW WOMAN: 


The term ‘transsexual’ is sometimes used to 
describe a person in transition - working towards 
sexual reassignment surgery (SRS). (Rather than 
‘reassignment surgery’ a growing number of people 
prefer the term ‘corrective surgery’.) Transsexual’ is 
sometimes used to describe a person who has complet- 
ed their surgery (although many post-operative TS's 


prefer ‘new man’ or ‘new woman’, or even ‘man’ or 
‘woman’. 


The most practical use of the term 'transsexual’ is 
to describe someone whose 'gender’ identity (their 
identity of themselves as a person) is fundamentally 
and irrevocably incompatible with their ‘sex’, (biclogi- 
cal make-up) regardless of whether or not they have 
taken any steps towards reassignment (reconstruct- 
ive’) surgery. 


The basic difference between a transvestite anda 
transsexual is that a TV is mostly interested in gender 
expression, and a TS is mostly interested in gender 
identity. For most TV's, the clothes themselves are 
very important. For most TS’s, clothes are a way to 
reinforce their identity. That is a fundamental differ- 
ence. 


ANDROGYNE (AN): 


"Androgyne’ is a current ‘in’ word. The term is 
very difficult to understand, mostly because it is not a 
definition. It does not define a phenomenon. Rather, 
it is a state of mind, and a way to be’ in the universe. 


"Androgyne’ was derived from ‘andro-, meaning 
male, or man, and gyne-, meaning female, or woman. 
Philosophically, ‘androgyne’ found its roots in ’andro- 
gyny’. Modern androgyny is based on the ancient Far 
Eastern concept of the duality of the universe (Yin, 
Yang), with modern variations by psychologist C.G. 
Jung. Jung introduced the terms ‘anima’, which is the 
hidden feminine principle in men, and ’animus’, which 
is the hidden masculine principle in women. 


In the cross-dressing world ’androgyne’ has come 
to mean using cross-dressing as a tool with which a 
man can express his femininity and a woman can 
express her masculinity. However, "Androgyne’ means 
a great deal more than using cross-dressing as a tool. 
It means harmony, rather,the sense of harmony, the 
harmonious balance between one’s masculinity and 
femininity. 


Yin and Yang (whose symbol is the well-known 
interlocking teardrops, seen on every Korean flag) is 
an ancient Chinese religious concept. ‘Yin’ is negative, 
dark, and feminine. ‘Yang’ is positive, bright, and 
masculine. (Personally, I think they had that back- 
wards.) The Yin and Yang are inherent in, and 
influence the destinies of all things. The embodiment 
of the Yin and Yang was considered an ideal. With it 
went a sense of oneness, a sense of harmonious one- 
ness with the universe. 


Now let's see if I can say all this in plain old 
english. For the cross-dresser the idea is to bring his 
or her feminine’ qualities and desires into a harmoni- 
ous balance with his or her ‘masculine’ qualities. The 
result is a sense of wholeness, of oneness, of being one 


— 


person, of being both a man and a woman - not two 
seperate identities, but a single identity, a single, 
complete, person.
